The plan for a consortium to 
save The Times and its three 
supplements wiM depend foe its 
success on separating the publi¬ 
cations from The Sunday Times, 
Mr William Rees-Mogg, the 
Editor of The Times told staff 
journalists yesterday. The Sun¬ 
day newspaper, he said, was a 
natural commercial proposition 
on its own. 

He emphasized the import¬ 
ance of obtaining agreement 
with the printing, trade unions 
if the consortium scheme was 
to work and promised that deci¬ 
sions would be made only after 
consulting the editorial- staff. 

He-also gave a warning that 
the present proprietor. Lord 
Thomson of Fleet, his family 
and chief -executives would 
hare .to b& convinced that the 
idea was practical. He would 
seek to persuade them during a 
visit to North America next 
week. It remained entirely pos¬ 
sible that the Thomson inter¬ 
ests might. receive 'offers for- 
some or all of the titles which 
they would regard as more 
attractive, although he was con¬ 
fident -that the integrity of the 


newspapers would be. main¬ 
tained. 

The National Union of Jour¬ 
nalists (NUJ) and the Institute 
of Journalists .(IOJ) affirmed 
their support for the consortium 
initiative ar. special meetings 
yesterday. Each group nomi¬ 
nated three members to serve 
on a proposed working group. 

Mr Rees-Mogg said that Mr 
Harold Evans, the Editor of The 
Sunday Times shared his view 
about the separatum of the 
newspapers. The Sunday news¬ 
paper had made a profit in 17 
of the last 20 years. “ Therefore, 
any newspaper entrepreneur 
looking at the situation could 
well wish to come in.” If he got 
the costs rights, he. would soon 
have a substantial return on his 
investment. But the “proprie¬ 
torial solution” was not the 
answer for The Times given its 
“truly awful record of losses 
over the years”. If successful, 
the consortium solution, a com¬ 
bination - of talent, good, 
managers and money; could be¬ 
come a model for the rest of 
Fleet Street. 

The editor said he continued 
to . receive expressions of 
interest in the consortium plan. 


Naturally most of the potential 
supporters wanted to remain 
anonymous at this stage, but 
the public expression of 
interest by Lord Weinstock, 
chief executive of the GECj was 
extremely valuable because it 
lent credibility to the scheme..

The curtain falls tonight on 
amateur operatic performance* 
as diverse as The Gondoliers in 
Harpenden,: Hertfordshire,' The 
Desert Song in Hornsey, north

In some instances, depending 
on the size and prestige of the 
production, budgets as high as 
£15.000 will have been involved 
and such is the enthusiasm of 
the amateur actors and actres¬ 
ses, the chances are that -by 
next weekend they will be mak¬ 
ing preparations for their, next 
production • in perhaps, six 
months’ time. 

There- arc estimated to be 
more- than 2,000 'groups in 
Britain engaged in amateur 
musical theatre, and between 
5,000 and 10,000 drama groups. 
Their budgets for a production 
can vary*’ from about £500 for 
a drama group in a school or 
village ball- to £5,000 for _a 
medium-size'group, playing in 
a‘ town hall or small theatre, 
and £15,000 for larger societies 
who-take over«-big theatre far 
a week. _ „ 

Where'to~per?orm often pre¬ 
sents difficulties.-and. is-_the 
heaviest cost factor. The dis- 
jppearaace- -of- the old - -Scala 
Tb«tre. fo Lowdm, . which 
ups the main. cepsfe for -larger 


amateur productions, left a void 
that has caused many societies 
in the London area to change 
the type of show they stage. 

-Another difficulty is the loss 
of cinemas, many of which ■ 
are now split into several 
smaller units. Hire of a theatre 
is the largest item; the cost of 
an orchestra is the second 
highest. 

The National Operatic and 
Dramatic ' ■ Association has 
always encouraged the engage¬ 
ment of professional producers, 
musical directors, accompanists 
and choreographers, in order to 
improve performance standards, 
but rising costs are increasingly 
forcing societies to use talented 
amateur production teams: 
Because of tbat trend the asso¬ 
ciation now organizes summer 
schools . to provide necessary 
training. 

, Mr W. Wbitebread, a member 
of the association's council, 
believes- amateur societies 
should be eligible for grants to 
engage professional, musicians 
and producers in the way that 
some choirs obtain grants ro 
engage:professional soloists. 

Societies, he sdyfi,. often have 
to make economies elsewhere in 
order to engage professional 
producers; way. .are also 
designing and' making their 
costumes and -scenery, which - 
has had. : an adverse' effect on 
traders. ; .-.j_ 


“ The Musicians’ Union oper¬ 
ates what is in effect a 
restrictive practice, whereby 
amateurs must employ profes¬ 
sional musicians in the larger 
theatres. Societies are using 
reduced orchestrations or, 
depending on the venue, elec¬ 
tronic organs—with the result 
that there is even greater unem¬ 
ployment of 'musicians-”,- he 
-said. 

Mr V;hitebread makes . the 
poinr that in many areas 
amateur productions are the 
only live theatre left, and pro¬ 
bably the only chance of a 
revival for a,, once popular 
musical is through an amateur 
production. 

What is ‘a success in the 
amateur theatre • can often 
result in failure on the com¬ 
mercial stage.

German Protestants in 
uproar at Catholic 
book’s view of Luther

For the second time in six 
week's the Roman Catholic 
Church in West Germany has 
been bit by a storm of protest, 
this time by the country's 
Protestant's 

The source of the trouble is 
a. little booklet giving a brief 
history of tbe Church, rushed 
out in preparation for the 
Pope's visit in November. Its 
description of Martin Lutber 
has been attacked by tbe 
Evangelical Church, which rep¬ 
resents the Protestant half of 
West Germany’s Christian popu¬ 
lation. as “ a’ relapse into the 
cliches of the Counter-Reforma¬ 
tion 

Tbe booklet calls Luther a 
“mighty sorcerer” and says 
that bis Reformation brought no 
reforms but split the Church. 
It grams him great talent, but 
speaks of his “ uncontrollable 
rage and polemics, which made 
him blind to Catholic truth 

It gives space to contemporary 
accusations that his marriage to 
a former nun was a “sacri¬ 
legious wedding, stained by 
fornication and breach of vows 
and besmirched by the blood 
of so many thousands of mur¬ 
dered people 

A spokesman said that the 
Evangelical Church was sad¬ 
dened not so much by the 
emphasis on Luther’s negative 
aspects as by the failure tn 
mention the Catholic share of 
the blame for splitting the 
Church. 


Professor Klaus Obcrmaycr, 
of Erlangen, a leading Pro¬ 
testant scholar, turned down 

an invitation to meet, the Pope 
with other scholars in protesr 
against.what he calls Counter- 
Reformation tendencies in the 
Cbnrch which “ flagrantly 
violate the spirit of world-wide 
Christian reconciliation 

Strong protests have also 
been raised among the 
Catholics. Dr Hans Maier, 
president of the Catholic lay 
organization and Bavarian 
Minister of Culture, said that 
an ecumenical dispute just 
before the Pope's visit was 
“the .worst thing that could 
happen”. If Catholics and 
Protcsiaots started talking 
about each other as in the days 
of the Reformation, 30 years of 
hope for the “ rapprochement 
between the churches *’ were 
wasted. 

A spokesman for Lhe 
Catholic Bishops' Conference 
said the booklet was one of 
three hurriedly commissioned 
from experts and published 
without the text first being 
approved by the bishops. No 
affront was intended and the 
Church hoped to smooth things 
over in private talks with the 
Protestants. It did not plan to 
make any public statement at 
present, he said. 

Professor Rcmigius Baumer, 
the historian who wrote the 
offending chapter nn- Luther, 
has claimed sole responsibility 
for its contents and said that 
they reflected present scientific 
knowledge about Lutber. 


Basques 
make ruling 
party main 
terror target 


Young Jews on guard as 
Paris rabbi is installed

Young Jewish militants 
guarded the door's of tbe 'main 
Paris synagogue last night when 
the new Chief Rabbi of Paris, 
M Alain Goldmann, was instal¬ 
led. They made a careful search 
of everyone entering the build¬ 
ing, raking no chance of a 
terrorist attempt with such a 
large congregation of promi¬ 
nent French Jews. 

M Jacob Kaplan, the Chief 
Rabbi of France, said in his 
address that the recent attacks 
in France against the Jewish 
community “ make us fright¬ 
ened for the evolution of 


French society. Nobody knows 
wbo the real target is. but 
what is going on is an attempt 
to destabilize tbe French state 

M Kaplan added that it wa« 
a great mistake to think that 
French Jewry had a greater 
attachment to Israel than to 
France. He hoped that “ Israel 
and France should be united as 
they are in Dur prayers”. 

In Troyes yesterday two 
young men nitre charged with 
wilful damage for throwing 
stones at a shop owned by a 
Jew. In Metz a 48-year-old man 
was charged with inciting racial 
hatred by daubing anti-Jewish 
slogans on walls in Longwy.

Res¬ 
ponsibility was today claimed 
by a self-styled “Anti-Capitalist 
Autonomous Group ” in a tele¬ 
phone call to a Bilbao Basque 
newspaper. 

The terrorist group is rela¬ 
tively little known but r. 
thought ra be linked with Eta, 
the Basque separatist move¬ 
ment. It also claimed responsi¬ 
bility for the murder yester¬ 
day of a senior official of the 
Spanish telephone company, it 
is thought the attackers may 
have intended to strike against 
wire-tapping operations in the 
Basque country, aimed at pre¬ 
venting further Terrorism. 

The UCD turned out in force 
today, headed by Senor Miguel 
Herrero. its parliament-try 
lender, because it suspects that 
with the Basque National Party 
forming the new Regional 
Government, it has become the 
main target of Basque separa¬ 
tist terrorism. 

The increase in terrorism, 
just as negotiations to rransfer 
effective power from Madrid 
to tiie Basque Regional Govern¬ 
ment are under way, was dis¬ 
cussed at today's meeting of 
the Cabinet. 

The Government is pushing 
difficult legislation through the 
Cortes to replace the tem¬ 
porary anti-terrorism law first 
promulgated in 1978 and due 
to run out soon. 

The legislation, at the com¬ 
mittee stage, involves pro¬ 
visions in the constitution per¬ 
mitting the suspension of civil 
liberties to assist the security 
forces in combating armed 
bands and terrorists. 

The relevant article was 
drawn up by general agree¬ 
ment in 1978, hut the opposi¬ 
tion Socialists and Communists 
are now expressing reserva¬ 
tions over lifting constitu¬ 
tional guarantees while the 
Basque Nationalists remain 
opposed to it. 


Bonn accepts currency move will not harm detente 


The tension across the Elbe eases

Bonn, Cct 24 

As the air cleared after East 
Germany’s currency measures 
and verbal offensive, the West 
Germans have found that they 
did not signify—as they feared 
—a significant change in the 
Soviet Union’s detente policy. 

Careful soundings in Moscow 
and elsewhere revealed that the 
action was not, as originally 
assumed, devised by the Soviet 
Union and imposed on the re¬ 
luctant East Germans, possibly 
as the start of a move away 
from detente in Europe. It was 
wholly an East German initiat¬ 
ive, although inevitably carried 
out with Moscow’s approval. 

Behind it were the recent 
events in Poland, which made 
the East German leaders par¬ 
ticularly nervous. 

Unlike other East Europeans 
their population is fully and 
constantly informed about what 
js going on in Poland by West 
German television which 
reaches most pans of die 'coun¬ 
try. Visiting West German rela¬ 
tives with their Western views 
are considered another unsettl¬ 
ing influence. 

By doubling the compulsory 
exchange rare—quadrupling it 
in Berlin—the East Germans 
have drastically cut the num¬ 
ber of visitors by 60 per cent 
while tbe income in much 
needed hard currency has re¬ 
mained roughly the same. 

The measures may also, 
according to the West German 
analysis, have been designed as 
a warning—to nip in the bud 
any desire to follow the Pole's 


example. Not that there are any 
signs that the East Germans are 
inclined to do so. Western jour¬ 
nalists and travellers have 
found that East German wor¬ 
kers take a dim view of the 
Poles’ exploits. 

Herr Erich Honecker's sur¬ 
prisingly hard-line speech a 
couple of days after the cur¬ 
rency measures is more diffi¬ 
cult to understand, it is admit¬ 
ted. 

By attacking West Germany 
and also demanding complete 
recognition as an enrirelv sep¬ 
arate foreign state, Herr Honc- 
cker was at once drawing atten¬ 
tion awav from the measures — 
which be did not mention — 
and at the same time giving 
them indirect-moral backing. 

The ensuing propaganda 
campaign by ocher East German 
leaders was seen as a way of 
passing rhe message down tbe 
Communist Party rank and file 
who are currently preparing for 
their party congress. 

On an official level the East 
Germans profess to be greatly 
surprised at the West Germans’ 
anger and claim they are over¬ 
reacting. However, after Bonn’s 
declaration that the currency 
moves were a “ serious set¬ 
back ” to detente and its freeze 
on talks about future credit and 
big joint projects, a more apolo¬ 
getic tone is creeping in. 

The East Germans are also 
saying that Herr Honecker 
would have informed Herr Hel¬ 
mut Schmidt, the West German 
Chancellor, about his intentions 
at their planned meeting in 


August, but tbe Chancellor post¬ 
poned It. 

The West Germans have 
always said the Chancellor post¬ 
poned it after receiving indica¬ 
tions from the other side that 
the timing, in the midst of the 
Polish strikes, was unfavour¬ 
able. 

Although tbt West Germans 
doubt whether the exchange 
regulations will be removed, 
there is talk of possible com¬ 
pensatory moves by East Ger¬ 
many, such as making it easier 
for some East Germans to visit 
relatives in the West. 

It appears to have been pri¬ 
marily tbe communique after 
the Warsaw Pact meeting which 
reassured the West Germans 
that no deviation from the 
Soviet Union’s detente policy 
in Europe is to be expected. 
Moreover, the West Germans 
have not been able to detect 
any sign that the Soviet Union 
is preparing to intervene in 
Poland. 

The fact_ remains that the 
wind blowing from Eastern 
Europe , 1 ’s colder—tbe difficul¬ 
ties being raised during the 
preparatory talks on European 
security in Madrid is one 
example. 

The impression is that the 
Soviet Union is leaving its 
options open until it sees what 
changes come about in United 
States foreign policy after the 
presidential election on Novem¬ 
ber 4. 

A first io di cat ion of the 
Soviet reaction, it is thought, 
will probably he given when the 
Madrid conference proper 
opens a week later.

He partners 
Moorestyle for Ms brother-in-law, 
Robert Armstrong, In the seven- 
fiBkmg Foret and Ardross for the 
Irish trainer, Kevin Preodergasx, 
In the Royal Oak. 

Moorestyle Is no stranger to 
Fiance, where earlier this month 
he-landed the country’s top sprint, 
the Prir de 1’Abbaye de Long* 
champ from Sbarpo. In Apni, 
Moorestyle showed he could stay 
farther by finishing second in the 
Poole d’Essai ties Poolains (French 
2,000 Guineas) and az Deauville 
the colt failed only by a short 
neck to give 131b more than 
weight-for-age to Boifran in tbe 
Prix Maurice de Gfaeest.

So has the Johannesburg-based 
Azania Peoples’ Organization; 
which even at this late hour is 
urging him. to withdraw from die 
contest and go home. ’ ‘ 

Weaver ft reported to have 
been guaranteed, a purse of about 
£l.5m, which is many times more 
thaw he could earn for a bout at 
home. Coetzee will receive only 
about £80.000 aha says that if be 
wins he: will give more than half 
of it away to a trust to pay for 
the education of one black and one 
white child from neefiy families. 

Sun City is 120 miles north of 
Johannesburg, in one of the seven 
fragments of the independent black 
homeland of Bophuthatswana. -Its 
casino, extravBganza theatre, nn- 
censored cinemas. . Gary Player 
golf course, tennis ranch and 
private game reserve, make it a 
magnet for the tired businessmen, 
prospectors, resting aircrew and 
assorted beautiful people of the 
gold reef, who flock in at week¬ 
ends to spend freely at the gaming 
tables and enjoy the indoor and 
outdoor attractions. 


Inevitably comparisons are neds 
with the more modes: kfe.Tyles of 
the peasant herdsmen and 
depressed workers oF Bophuthat- 
swana. thousands of whom live in 
overcrowded shanty to-.rna and 
commute to job: in South African 
towns, Sol Kcrzocr, a hotelier and 
otherwise known as the Sun. King, 
has a telling answer. “ Sun City 
has' generated employment for 
thousands of Bophutbatswanacs, 
stimulated the economy through 
tourism and bronght it worldwide 
publicity.” 

For tile last month this African 
Xanadu has scan a flurry of 
activity, with workmen hammering 
up an instant stadium while in a 
striped marquee near the swim¬ 
ming pool Weaver worked out in 
public for hotel guests and staff. 
, Publicily-shy Coetzee stayed in 
Johannesburg and sparred behind 
closed doors. 

This week Weaver’s family, and 
friends flew in from the United 
Sates. They included a revivalist 
preacher, Mother Elsie Kcaie, who 
has guided him spiritually since he 
was 17. When anti-apartiieid cam¬ 
paigners put pressure on Weaver 
not to go to Socrh Africa he con¬ 
sulted Mother Elsie, who told him 
after a prayer session that “ The 
Lord okayed the trip *’. In,a hotel 
room two floors above the casino. 
Mother Elsie U praying for a 
Weaver victory. 

Coetzee, who is also a devout 
churchman, said after be Lis out¬ 
pointed for the vacant WE A title bv 
John Tate last year that it seexed 
God did not want him to be cham¬ 
pion, but now sees his second 
chance as a blessing. Weaver took 
the title from Taio with a 
fifteenth-round knockout last 
March.

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In 1909 Harold Nicolson.at the 
age of 23 passed the Foreign Office 
examination, coming out second to 
Lord Eustace Percy’s first. Both 
young men had obtained higheij 
marks than had ever been won by 
previous candidates. Under these 
happy auspices and with his father, ■ 
Sir Arthur Nicolson, Ambassador 

at St. Petersburg and about to 
become Permanent Under¬ 
secretary of State at the Foreign 
Office, Harold’s future seemed 
assured and destined for high, 
success. His first post as Third 
Secretary at Madrid was a brief one. 
His second at Constantinople was 
only interrupted by the outbreak 
of the Kaiser’s war in 1914. 
Throughout the war he was kept 
at Whitehall where he rapidly won 
a reputation for hard work and. 
extreme brilliance. In 1913 tie had 
married Vita Sackville-West, the 
future poet and author, a woman 
of romantic temperament and 
forceful personality. This marriage, 
which after a seven year voyage 
through placid waters went 

through some turbulent passages, 

survived to be one of the happiest... 
and most fruitful of this century. 

It was also to influence the whole 

course of Harold’s life. 
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When the First World War si 
was over Harold Nicolson was H 
sent to Paris on the British U 
Delegation of the Peace - Con- H 
ference. There he was a spec- o 
tacolar success, being awarded a 
the C.M.G. at the age of 34. U 
After another spell in Loo*™ P 
dealing mostly with MukUe p 
Eastern affairs, he attended C 
Lord Curzon at the Lausanne d 
Conference of 1922-23. He won c 
golden opinions from ™ ? 
forbidding statesman. For the l 
next two and a half years be l 
was hack in the Foreign s 
Office, where he bec ® me ^' * 
creasingly disillusioned wtth i 
Us writ and frustrated by < 
lack of responsibilities. < 

The causes of his discontw* . 
were much accentuated by 
Vita’s haired of die Foreign 
Office and the diplomatic way 
of life.

output was considerable and 
her popularity great. Harold, 
however, had not been idie ^ 
a writer. Encouraged by Vita 
he published in 1921 his first 
book, a monograph on Paul 
Verlaine, which was favourably 
received by the critics as bio¬ 
graphical writing h» the man¬ 
ner of Lytton Strachey, only 
less derisive and, if possible, 
more witty. Two further liter¬ 
ary biographies on Tennyson 
and Byron: The Last Journey 
enhanced his reputation. He 
also published the first of two 
novels. Street Waters , a largely 
autoWogrsphieal venture based 
on his vivid memories or 
Constantinople during the Bal¬ 
kan Wars. Before he left for 
Persia in the aut umn of 1925 
he had finished a fourth mono¬ 
graph on Swinburne. His little 
masterpiece, Some People, was 
to be written during the next 
year. 

By the mid 20s Harold Nicol- 
gon was already an established 
author as well as diplomat ] 
His years in London had 
brought him into touch with 
innumerable writers and artists 
(in and outside Blootfisbuiy) 
as well as distinguished politi¬ 
cians and men of affairs. 
Although he was revelling in 
his social success with the 
London ’ hostesses he was 
depressed by tiie retirement of 
Sir Eyre Crowe, his boss in the 
Office, a man whom he ven¬ 
erated and upon whose advice 
he had come to rely. 

Harold was sad and bored 
with his work. He believed for 
the first time in his life that 
he was no longer interested in 
foreign politics. He felt him¬ 
self out of the swim; he felt 
that his minutes were being 
markedly ignored, whereas 
those of his colleagues were 


singled out for commendation. 
He believed that other in¬ 
terests held him: more firmly. 
His situation required thinking 
over. Yet he suspected that he 
could not do modi better at 
literature than he was doing-at 
present, were be » give up his 
profession. If he chucked the 
Office it would only mean 
doing a little more . writing 
chan what he was doing 
already, and not necessarily a 
little better. He decided that 
he should not abandon his first 
string merely because . .it was 
out of tone. After aU he was 
practically running the West¬ 
ern Department of the Foreign 
Office. He would wait and see. 


The intimate friend who was 1 
now most in his confidence, 1 
with whom be discussed his 1 
personal problems and whom 1 
be was constantly meeting, was 3 
Raymond Mortimer. Harold's 1 
list of engagements was punc- ' 
mated with, “ Lunch Raymond < 
at the Garrick”, “On to house 
wanning at Raymond’s”, “On 
to Eiffel Tower where I meet 
Raymond”. “To a play with 
Raymond and stay with him in 
Gordon Place ”, “ Raymond 

comes to Long Barn Harold 
had a high regard for bis 
friend's literary judgment. He 
greatly valued his stylistic cri¬ 
ticism because he had the eye 
of a lynx for grammatical sole¬ 
cisms, -errors of syntax and 
shallow passages. Raymond, 
furthermore, - never far a 
moment said what he did not 
thfnV out of inertia or a 
desire to please. He was inor¬ 
dinately severe* almost to the 
extent of relishing his friends’ 
njistakes, whether literary or 
of any other sort, so much so 
that in 1942 Harold complained 
to Vita that Raymond: 
is like a spaniel snorting for 
truffles: the truffies.in his 
case being incompetence on 
the part of others.^ Nothing 
ever seems to him to- be I 
right and nobody to have 
«ay intelligence. Thus he 

ignores the really wonderful 
-work 1 done 5 n‘ agriculture 
and 1 merely delights in a 
story of a farmer *4jo 
ploughed up a ch* lfc 
. down...* That is why 1 bate

But 
die interpretation, warts and 
delights both in ample measure, 
of the role she sang more than 
any other in the theatre is well

| Raymond Leppard’s realization 
-[the most successful of his 
•[ Italian baroque revivals. The 
opera is given virtually entire 
—indeed -there is some extra 
material bv Mr Leppard, 
written to fill lacunae in the 
original—and the orchestra is by 
no means extravagantly dis¬ 
posed. Strings are added here 
and.there to accompany at criti¬ 
cal points, or sometimes other 
instruments, like trombones foe 
Neptune; vocal transpositions 
are generally slight and hardly 
affect the characterization 
(though I find the vocal 
ornamentation too standardized 
and unstylish). Mr Leppard’s 
brilliant and spirited direction 
and -his command of rhythm in 
the slower music ensure that 
the attention is constantly held. 
The big monologues and such 
critical scenes as the recogui-' 
non of Ulysses or the despatch 
of the suitors duly emerge as 
focal points. 

The recording uses the whole 
Glyndebourne cast, and they 
dog with the absolute soreness 
and uniformity of style that 
comes from careful rehearsal 
Frederica von Stade makes a 
musical and moving Penelope, 
her voice properly sounding as 
if. inured to sadness and 
pathos; Richard SrilweD as 
Ulysses, a baritone in a part 
that could perhaps more com¬ 


fortably take a low tenor, is 
sometimes a shade pressed, but 
manages to suggest the aging, 
careworn king. Patrick Power 
makes a clean, virile Tel fe¬ 
rn achus ; the lighter lovers are 
neatly sung by Patricia Parker 
and (Max-Rene Cosotti ; the 
suitors are sharply charac¬ 
terized by. Ugo Trama, John 
Fryatt and -Bernard Dickerson ; 
and Ann Murray deserves a 
word of praise for her singing 
of Minerva's florid ■ music. 
Altogether a performance of 
great accomplishment; though 
1 find it.hard to summon up 
very much enthusiasm for a 
version whose stylistic criteria 
are so remote from those of 
Monteverdi’s day. 

The Cavalli set illustrates my 
. point. Compare the opening 
bars of the two sets:. Monte¬ 
verdi’s ritornello is lush, 
vibrant and grandiose on 
massed LPO strings. Cava Hi’s 
truly- imposing on the authentic 
timbres of the English Bach 
Festival Baroque Orchestra. 'Ad¬ 
mittedly their task is easier: 
Cavalli's opera is later by two 
decades, was composed for the 
richest court of Europe rather 
than a modest Veoetiaa opera 
house, and has a sc.ore far more 
specific and far richer in its 
instrumentation than Monte¬ 
verdi’s. I am inclined to think 
the music itself superior to 
Monteverdi’s, too. Cavalli may 
yield a point or two in rbe 
representation of personal 
anguish, bur h? was a great 
melodist (arguably the first 
great melodist of Italian opera) 
and with his natural, flexible 
use of aria, arioso and recita¬ 
tive had a fluent command of 
extended scenes of al] sorts— 
love scenes, scenes of lamenta¬ 
tion (for the supposed death of 
Hyllus and the actual death of 
Hercules), ceremonial scenes 
(like Hercules’s nuptials: the 
opera was written for those of 
Louis XIV). 

If the performance has not 
quite the polish of the Glyhde- 
baurne XJlisse, it does have 
plenty of vitality and a true 
feeling for the idiom—Cavalli’s 
own, not a modernized version 
—as a live means of musical 
communication. Micbel Corboz 
conducts with spirit and draws 
admirably fresh playing from 
the EBF orchestra. Some of rhs 
singers occasionally have 
anxieties over intonation, but 
most of the solo work is excel¬ 
lent with Ulrik Cold firm, 
clear and dramatic in the title 
role. Felicity Palmer and Keith 
Lewis accomplished as ttae 


lovers Jole and Hyllus, Patricia 
Miller a noble Dejani/a ancl 
Agnes de Crouzat delightful as 
the Page. The accompanying 
booklet is a model. Altogether 
very' warmly recommended: 
exc’iting music, ■ convincingly 
performed. 

Some of the same artists 
appear on the other EEF 
record, of Charpentier's ora¬ 
torio Judith. This attractive 
short account- of the tale of 
Judith and Holopbernes _ is 
largely m arioso but with arias 
at crucial points and a number 
of choral prayers ; the perform¬ 
ance, under an unnamed con¬ 
ductor, has a certain heaviness, 
but the choral movements 'are 
done in shapely fashion and 
some of the solo music is -de¬ 
claimed with the proper flexi¬ 
bility and sense of drama— 
notably the movements that fall 
to the tenors. Anthony Roden 
and especially Michael Gold- 
tborpe, and ro the Hoiophernes, 
John Tomlinson. 

It is perhaps because of the 
brevity of the movements and 
the need for a dear narrative 
that Charpentier never quite 
shows his lyrical scope in this 
. work. Campra, with the Req¬ 
uiem text, has much more 
opportunity, and duly takes 
advantage of it in his often very 
beautiful setting; there are 
several choruses full in son¬ 
ority, rich in harmony and 
poignant in expression, and 
some solos of rare melodic 
grace—most are for tenor, and 
the finely drawn singing of first 
Jean-Claude Orliac and later 
VVynford Evans is among the 
outstanding things about this 
record. Another is the poised, 
delicately timed, contemplative 
performance of the choral 
music under John Eliot 
- Gardiner's sensitive direction. 

Constant!jn (later Sir Con¬ 
stantine) Huygens, the Dutch 
seventeenth ■ century diplomat 
and man of letters, was also an 
accomplished composer. He 
published a collection of songs, 
Pathodia sacra ct profane, in 
* 1647; these 39 pieces are the 
sole survivors from some 800 
he composed. The “sacra” 
items are Latin psalm settings, 
the “ profana ” French and 
Italian airs: ail a shade sober 
and decorous, but with a cer¬ 
tain melodic shapeliness that 
makes for agreeable listening— 
especially enhanced, as they are 
here, by the gentle and fluent 
art of Elly Ameling and Max 
van Egmond.

With Massenet’s L*Oewtr e de 
"Pumo, the -recording industry 
moves from almost - nothing to 
alL Massenet’s pfauo works have 
. been kept as well' hidden as his 
small pedal-Jess PJeyel which 
masqueraded as a desk in his 
study, though tbpy formed the 
first steps in his musical career. 
.The Dix < Piipes j de Gehre, 
among bis very first financial: 
successes, are lake 10 little 
dramatic scats, played by Aldo. 
Cjccalmi with a proper sense of 
theatricality; the Sept Improvi¬ 
sations, toevaro sharply charac¬ 
terized, ■ the first delicately 
voluptuous/ toe sixth an impe¬ 
tuous ■ yet firmly controlled- 
togato.

The uneven, improvisatory 
Piano Concerto requires—and 
receives—full virtuoso treat¬ 
ment. 

The first professional Beet¬ 
hoven I ever beard, on noisy 
old 78s, was* the Schnabel 
Beethoven Society .-Sonatas 
recorded in tbe thirties. Now, 
.with the miiwminn of noise and 
no jumping up between move¬ 
ments we have a reissue of tbe 
first volume (seven sonatas); 
and, yet again, one hears them 
as if for the first time. There is 
a sense of discovery of new 
treasure that . conies from 
Schnabel’s years of editing (and 
the sort of mind that made- him 
finger pieces awkwardly so that 
hidden elements should not be 
missed); there is a waywardness 
which is never wilful, a slow 
movement poetry which.moves 
where angels fear to tread.' 

Listen to die bursts of energy 
towards every sforzando, mak¬ 
ing each one so much more- 
organic, the fiery temper behind 
the espressivo in the first move¬ 
ment of die op 2 no 2 , the tell¬ 
ing flexibility of the semi¬ 
quaver movement in the Adagio 
of the op 10 no I. And so on.

Winter is icumen in, and Sibe¬ 
lius continues steadily on his- 
return road to favour. This 
month we have two new 
recordings of bfs Violin Con¬ 
certo, both very remarkable 
and, indeed, in their different 
ways superhuman. 

In Salvatore Accardo’s case, 
the elevation is that of the 
spirit. Right from die start his 
pure tone has an ethereal 
quality, not cold but utterly 
calm, and with a serenity that 
conceals magical fascination. Tt 
is an exceedingly beautiful 
performance that, on the one 
hand, reaches on almost motion- 
less, glowing concentration in 
the slow movement sid, on the 
other, has the capacity to con¬ 
tain the more showy episodes 
within its own sphere o£ per- 
faction. But all this might go 
in vain, without such feeling 
support from 'Sir. Colin Davis 
and tbe London Symphony, 
whether in the ice-like cracks 
of the brass in the first move¬ 
ment or the radiant textures 
of the Adagio; the view is 
again inward and dear. 

Itzhak Perlman and Andre 
Previn see tbe concerto quite 
'differently, -as a brilliant show¬ 
piece for the soloist and a 
romantic romp for the 
orchestra. Bur, if their si ght s 
are lower, their achievement is 


no less, for Perlman, holding 
his line with characteristic 
tautcess, makes every detail of 
his part speak, and Previn’s 
unabashed warmth and fervour 
are not wholly out of place. 
Perlman’s coupling is the 
Sinding A minor Suite, which 
be makes into an astonishing 
triumph of dean virtuosity, 
while Accardo chooses 
Sibelius's set of Humoresques 
and plays them in a manner 
that, coining after the concerto, 
is surprisingly ingratiating but 
wholly apt. 

The ready charm of Perlman’s 
Sibelius is also a feature of 
bis Brahms, in a new recording 
of the double concerto with 
Rostropovich. This is a partner¬ 
ship of smiling youth with elder 
sage, for Rostropovich curbs 
his normally enthusiastic 
romanticism to provide a cello 
line that is generous in tone 
but careful and rhocaugb in 
rhythm, a foil for the more 
capricious violin. The approach 
works well, particularly when 
both players are so adepr in 
their most difficult passages of 
double-stopping, and it gains 
from the forceful but fresh- 
sQuoding support given by the 
Concengebouw under Bernard 
Haitink. 

Another pairing of cellist 
with violinist is to be heard on 
Lynn Harrell’s disc of 
eigh tee nth-century music con¬ 
ducted by Pinchas Zukerman, 
but here the enterprise is a 
great deal less happy. Denis 
Arnold, Oxford professor of 
music, appears _ embarrassed by 
the need to write a sleeve note 
for ancient editions and lament¬ 
able arrangements, as well he 
might. The Couperin Pieces en 
concert are grotesquely tra¬ 
duced in their translation from 
chamber pieces with viola da 
gamba to cello concertos, and 
there is barely any respect for 
period proprieties throughout 
the programme.-The Largo of 
the C.PjE. Bach Concerto in A 
is made into a swamp of emo¬ 
tional excess, and, though a 
-couple of Vivaldi concertos are 
less mishandled, this is really a 
record only for lovers of the 
cello at its most fulsomely ex¬ 
pressive. 

In the realm of the piano, 
things are brighter. Alfred 
Brendel and Claudio Abbado 

f ive a performance of the 
chomann Concerto that never 
goes limp but is always purpose¬ 
ful and direct. Some may feel 


a want of fantasy in the piano 
playing anti of softness in the 
accompaniment, yet to my mind 
the work is ennobled by a view 
which concentrates attention on 
the musical ideas and makes of 
the outer movements two strong 
pillars of determined develop¬ 
ment. The Weber work is 
treated similarly, but in this 
rase Brendel's intense resolu¬ 
tion calls to mind the piano 
music that Beethoven was com- 

I losing at the same period : the 
ate sonatas and “ Diabelli ” 
Variations. Quite extraordin¬ 
arily, Weber’s poetic images 
become the sporting play, of 
pregnanr motifs and brilliant 
decoration, and again the 
rigorously musical approach is 
abundantly rewarding. 

■I also enjoyed Dmitri 
Alexeev’s Prokofiev disc, coup¬ 
ling the popular third concerto 
with the second, a more inter¬ 
esting work that often speaks 
tbe extravagant mystical lan¬ 
guage of The Fiery Angel. This 
quality of tbe second concerto 
is one ro which Alexeev re¬ 
sponds, for he is clearly not 
interested in Prokofiev as a pur¬ 
veyor of percussive machine- 
music. Indeed, in both works he 
searches out those aspects that 
lean towards Scriabin rather 
than Stravinsky, and the result 
is a. record of great colour, con¬ 
centration and emotional force. 
Yuri Temirkanov shows in his 
conducting that he understands 
exactly what is going on. 

Finally, a clutch of sym¬ 
phonies from Karajan. In 
Bruckner’s sixth he is not well 
cast, for his suavity is made to 
seem hollow by the strength of 
'the music: he is gracious where 
he should be graceful, emotion- 
ially overwrought where be 
should be gently feeling, martial 
where he should be majestic. 
But the Tchaikovsky sym¬ 
phonies, taken from an earlier 
boxed set. are marvellous. 
Karajan and the Berlin Philhar¬ 
monic have exactly the virtuoso 
glamour required, and 1 the 
readings nicely combine vigour 
with innocence, though i n the 
finale of No 2 the vigour does 
tend to become vulgar. More 
surprisingly, Karajan finds 
Tchaikovsky in the first move¬ 
ment of his first symphony 
already looking forward, to the 
intensity of his fourth. All good 
stuff for the long nights.

The Sixth World Team Ofrra- 
piad attracted, a recor.d entry in 
both the open and ladies series. 
hi eluding several, countries jnew 
to international competition. 
Inevitably. 1 suppose, politics 
made 3 n unwelcome -intrusion. 
In response to orders From 
their respective govern menu, 
Egypt and Surinam refused to 
play against .South Africa. Tha 
World .Bridge Federation ban¬ 
ned both offenders from world 
bridge events for three years- 

In the open series, the field 
was divided into two pools of 
29 teams. The leading Sour 
teams from both groups quali¬ 
fied for the semi-finals.. They 
were: Group A, Denmark, 
Brazil, Taiwan and the Nether? 
lands. Group B, Norway. 
France, USA and Indonesia. 
France and the United States 
qualified far the final. 

The final was closely con¬ 
tested, with both teams playing 
bridge oE high quality. France 
took an early lead, but tbe 
United States drew level when 
a French player removed his 
partner’s double only ro suffer 
a heavy penalty himself. The 
hand that decided the match 
presented Robert Hamman of 
the USA with an unusual and 
critical decision. Holding two 
aces, he had to select which 
ace to lead against a grand 
slam,. He, chose wrong and 
France went on to win bv 131 
IMPS to 131 IMPS. 

The performance of the 
British team was disappointing. 
Forrested and Smobki. making 
their debut, played in fine form 
for the first 15 rounds, but a 
bad match against Canada 
appeared to undermine their 
confidence. Nevertheless they 
are obviously a good pair with 
genuine prospects for the 
future. Friday and Rodrigue 
starred slowly, gradually 
gathering momentum as the 
tournament progressed. In the 
last seven rounds they certainly 
played . with considerable 
accuracy and aggression. After 
a pathetic exhibition against 
Iceland, Sbeehan and I had a 
good run until the last match 
against Austria, when we 
played poorly and out of luck.

1. In nur sysrem. which has a 
natural base, tbe jump in a 
new suit would generally show 
support for partner's suit, blit 
as one heart would nor have 
been forcing, I had - no arrrac¬ 
tive alternative. My idea was to 
dispel the notion of diamond 
support on the next round.

Gardening 

No problems 


Continuing mv review- of 
1 rouble-free plants—or those 
less prone to trouble titan 
most—T thought we mighr look 
today at the herbaceous family. 

First, a European native 
plant that has escaped and 
naturalized itself in Britain— 
the valerian Ccnrranihus 
ruber, sometimes catalogued 
under Kentranthiis. The form 
most often seen is pink but 
there are also a white and a 
dark red. Seeds mav be bought 
in mixture and plants of the 
deep-coloured C. r. Coivmeus 
are also available- It flourishes 
anywhere otf clay or sandy 
soil, in cracks in paving or in 
old stone walis. It seeds itself 
generously, but this is avoided 
if the stems are cut down 
immediately tbe flowers are 
oyer. 

. I once put up the dark- form 
to the Royal Horticultural 
Society for an award of merit 
but they turned it down 
because it was a naturalized 
British wild flower. If it and 
o'ur native primrose had come 
•from Tibet, they would have 
had a unanimous award. 

Next I suggest the bergenias, 
those cheery winter flowers 
with huge 'weed smothering 
leaves to follow-: the red hot 
pokers, species and varieties of 
kniphofia. from the tall van- 
cues up to. 6 ft to the almost 
miniatures like R. galpinii and 
the “ Bres 5 ingham_ Hybrids” 
which grow from 28in to 3ft. 

Campanulas generally do not 
suffer much although 'rabbits 
are very fond of certain spe¬ 
cies. I would always grow C. 
gjomerata with its beads of 
purple flow-ers or white In the 
variety “'Alha ” which, flowers 
happily year after year. 
Doronicuir.s. so welcome in the 
spring, may get a touch of 
mildew but this is easily dealt 
with and in mv experience is 
seldom serious. 

For summer rhe golden 
Coreopsis Verticillata makes a 
neat bush about 3Sin high and 
seems able to look after itself 
as does Liatris callilepis with 
its spikes of lilac flowers that, 
unlike most plants, start open¬ 
ing tfieir flowers at the top 
and work downwards. The foot 
long spikes are good For cut¬ 
ting. 

Apart from an occasional 
attack of downy mildew, again 
not usually serious, oriental 
poppies are usually trouble 



free; one I think would be 
much appreciated is P. oricn- 
talis ■** Ficotee ” white, with a 
frilled salmon edge'. It is 
offered by Eressingham 
Gardens, Diss, Norfolk. 

The hellebores, species and 
varieties of Hclleborus are in 
my experience unaffected by 
pest and disease. For me the 
white Christmas rose Helle- 
borus riiger is the queen of the 
genus, flowering I fear in most 
gardens jusr after Christmas. 

If you like green flowers 
then H. corsicus is good value 
It produces handsome leaves 
ail summer. Flower arrangers 
love the flowers. Personally 1 
begrudge it garden room 
because there is so much green 
foliage in the garden anyway. I 
would rather devote the space 
xo more colourful plants. 

Day lilies, varieties of 
hemerocallis, of which there 
are a dozen or two to choose 
from, are in my experience im¬ 
mune from trouble. They in¬ 
crease happily every year and 
every four years or' so they 
need lifting and dividing .-un¬ 
less there is pleoty of space 
foe them to invade. 

It is always fun to have a 
plant or two with a story 
attached ; it gives us a bit of 
’’one _ upmanship”. Such a 
plant Is Kirengeshoma palmata 
which I chink was the first 
plant named by a Japanese bota¬ 
nist. It grows' about 3ft high, 
has very attractive large leaves 
and nodding yellow bell-like 
flowers. It prefers _ a semi- 
shaded spot and a fair amount 
of moisture. 

Jobs for November: It is 
clearing up time in earnest 
now. Try to keep up with leaf 
gathering, especially from 
lawns and rock gardens where 
leaves allowed to lie for .long 
periods may do damage. Finish 
cutting down herbaceous 
plants, fork over the border 
and remove weeds. 

Put a 6 in layer of peat, half 
decayed._ leaves, or bracken 
over nerine bulbs which grow 
on the surface. 

If not already done, prune 
blackcurrants arid raspberries, 
leave gooseberries and redcur- 
rants until spring. Globe arti¬ 
choke plants need protection 
from severe frosL Draw soil up 
to rhe stems as one would 
potatoes and cover.the ground 
with a foot of straw or 
bracken. Do not cnvqr the 
plants with straw except in 
severe weather and uncover 
them when the weather turns 
mild again. 

In areas prone to damage by 
birds pecking buds on orna¬ 
mental cherries, forsythias, 
fruit trees and bushes, spray 
with the' bird repellents 
Stayoff- or Curb about .mid- 
November. 

With the coming of the first 
sharp frost the birds may 
move in—a pair oF finches.can 
strip a plum tree of buds in a 
couple of days. In some areas 
pigeons cause much damage tn 
winter greens. Nets with a 4in 
square mesh are now available 
which may be placed over 
these mops to frustrate the 
pigeons. The large mesh nets 
are better than the ordinary 
-Jin mesh as snow does not 
lodee oo top. - 

When the leaves have fallen 
prune apple and pear trees. 
Also prune roses in late 
November or December in tbe 
southern half of England and 
in milder -areas elsewhere. Ins¬ 
pect everything in store regu¬ 
larly and remove any fruits, 
roots or tubers that are rot-

There were no problems in 
the play, so that was a further 
2,330 points to Uruguay.

Before Valkenburg, I did not 
share the mariner’s superstition 
that tbe Albatross is a-bird of 
ill omen.

No nne - ever .paid. me.. the 
compliment'of trying,'to steal 
my i-eflcction, but I did.possess 
an oiler .ego in the shape of a 
Russian grandmaster who was, 
for many years, my double. My 
first inkling of this' - came 
during a visit to Moscow' in 
the 1950s when I was .a judge 
at a - World . .Championship, 
match..

Lons before the effect of un¬ 
employment was seen in foot- 
bail attendances it was obvious - 
that the national sport could 
tint continue to decline without 
those responsible taking stock 
and arriving at definite conclu¬ 
sions. The fact that a seminar 
of league dub chairmen is 
being he/d in Solihull tomorrow 
is recognition of the dangers, 
but identification has always 
been easier than implementa¬ 
tion. 

During the last decade, when 
football -lost 20 per cent of its 
spectators, the Football League 
and the Football Association 
drew conclusions about the 
future. Few of the more pro¬ 
gressive proposes survived 
annual meetings, and it has to 
be borne in mind that any pro- 
pnsals put forward rhis weekend 
will face the same hurdles, 
although at least there is com¬ 
mon .recognition of a crisis that 
does not only afflict the small 
professional clubs. 

Although there is goad 
management and loyalty left in 
football, there is much evidence 
to support those who blame the 
game’s financial problems and 
its unsavoury “image” on high 
transfer fees, greed amongst 
players and managers, and the 
lack -of skilful performers. 
These are serious matters-that- 
v.'il! not be solved over a long 
weekend, . - _ • 

The possibility of limiting 
transfer fees Iras been discussed 
lor years. The Professional 
Toot bailers’ Association favour 
a formula governed by a 
player's age, salary and send¬ 
ing of his. dub. hut the Football 
League Secretaries, Managers 
and Coaches Association believe 
the transfer system is “ vital to 
the future of football". - * 

Tbe arsneietien. in their docu¬ 
ment “Soccer—the Fiyht. for 
Survival’' say that the - dis¬ 
appearance of transfer fees 
would “ . . . rsrv quickly mean 
the end of the Football League 
r.s «e know it today They 
spy that the sc'ling nf players 
by small dubs is lifeblood but 
accept that the future of the 
system should be reviewed. , 

For the moment the economic 
climate and tack of-outstanding 
players weigh against the argu¬ 
ment that slight alterations to 
the rules ar.d the removal oE 
hooliganism would revive atten¬ 
dances and so lift the financial 
threats. This was the sort of 
optimism on which the league 
survived for so long, with the 
less profitable clubs believing 
that sooner or later they would 
achieve success or be saved bv 
the sale of some new “star". 
Today clubs require somethin# 
more than hope. 

Alteriug the points system to 
encourage goa'seoring, possibly 
with three points for a win. is 
one of the more drastic sugges¬ 
tions that will win considerable 
support. Of course the. public 
v:anr ro see more goals and less 
defensive football and a trial 
period is desirable, but this 
should hot confuse the worry¬ 
ing essential issue which is the 
lack oE basic skills that 
restricts international progress. 
England's failure at this level 
has certainly not helped club 
attendances. 

Other small alterations could 
improve the game's appeal. 
Re*cress' should have a con¬ 
sistent approach to petty irrita¬ 
tions. Flayers should not be 
cilnwed to encroach at free- 
kicks ; time wasting should not 
be tolerated, and dissent 
punished with instant dismissal. 
There is-a proposal to abandon 
the yellow end red cards. Better 
to use the red one more often, 
but consistently. Any proposals 
for basic alterations to the 
rules of play should be treated 
with great care, especially if 
they involve falling nut of line 
with the international body 
(FfFAi. 

If the American 35-yard off- 
r-iue ru'e has nothing to offer 
the British game, the promoters 
from that cn-jntry may proffer 
same useful advice on presenta¬ 
tion and £p?ctator comfort. No 
doubt Jimmy Hill, who has 
interests on both Miles of the 
Arlan tic and has shown progres- 
rive ideas at Coventry City, wiil 
make- stimulating remarks, bur I 
nope he docs not sway opinion 
against demands to reduce the 
amount of televised football. 

Jf there is too much football, 
there is certainly too much on 
television for too JiitJe financial 
return. The unsigned contract 
between the Football League 
and the television companies 
should be amended, restricting 
the amount of televised football 
at lea it until zkc problems of 
Spopnames cn shirts is 
revived. 

Sponsorship and television 
arc cfosclv linked, especially for 
the leading clubs who have 
found themselves unable to 
offer sponsors full value for' 
money because television does 
not allow names on shirts. 
Obviously sponsors have taken 
rn irrercst on the basis of some 
Future change i:i the policy of 
the te'evision companies. For 
the time being, it ever again, 
clubs cannot anticipate the 
return ot the missing millions ; 
fp money tram other sources is 
essential. 

Those who would have the 
fivtury list reduced will find 
i’trnng opposition. It is a fact 
of football life that when, a club 
loses in a cup competition 
“ friendly ■' matches are soon 
arranged to fill vacant dates 
and alleviate seme of the finan¬ 
cial losses. A reduction in the 
number of competitive -marches 
would not automatically reduce 
«•;<? number of'games’ ployed. 
On.lv by increased spunsuriliip, 
•vith ail of rhe 'loul ‘searching 
involved, will clubs be able to 
afford to play fewer games.

realities of governing. Whoever leaked 
the defence cuts memos had a cruelly 
deft sense of timing; they have given 
the Tory right wing a weekend to get 
up steam in defence of defence before 
storming back for the resumption. 

If the Government, to get interest, 
rates down; is going to cut. cut and 
cut again inra public expenditure— 2 nd 
ministerial meetings arc now about 
little else—then every other spending, 
department has ta give a.- enormous 
amount if defence is to be exempted. 

The Treasury’s view is that it cannot 
be exempt; so is Mr Thatcher's, for all 
her boldness un defence But the Tories 
fought the election .on an increase in 
defence. On the Tory rigi: there is 
already talk. oF “ betrayal ” in not meet¬ 
ing the accepted commitment to Nato 
to increase -defence spending in real 
terms. 

Shortly, ir could be someone rather 
than something who has to give. It is 
sometimes. overlooked thar the Cabinet 
came close to its first resignation on 
this issue last winter when Mr Francis 
Pym. Secretary of State for Defence, 
let it be known to colleagues that he 
v/as prepared to go that far. In the 
event it was not necessary. But now 
chat the crisis has reappeared who can 
say? If he should again prevail and 
fend off the cuts, who in the Treasury 
would feel' rebuffed ? 


Mr John Eiffen, the Chief Secretary 
to the Treasury, and man in charge of 
the axe, would in that event have to 
chop the money.out of other depart¬ 
ments. And a mightv row is already 
under way. Not. let it be hastily said. 


that Mr Eiffen is Showing any signs of 
resigning'; always jovially iie has 
rended in the past to note that it is the. 
dissenters among his colleagues who' 
choose .nor to avail themselves of that 
option, which by implication is always 
open to them. 

The reminder, as the Commons 
reassembles, is thai .there is plenty 
more here than its /»wn entrails for an 
Opposition to get their teeth into—not 
to speak of the bleak economic situa¬ 
tion. And it happens that there is 
excellent opportunity for bravura 
despatch box performances bv both the 
main contenders, Mr Denis Healey and 
Mr Michael Font befnre the party's MPs 
have to make their choice. 

Mr Foot will be deputizing against 
the Prime Minister at Question Time. 
And Mr Denis Healey, usually a far 
more brutal coherent and focused 
attacker than ?«fr Foot, will open the 
Opposition’s debate on Wednesday 
which criticizes the Government aver 
the economy and rising unemployment 
With Mr Foot- winding up, this will be 
the set piece occasion for comparison 
of the Parliamentary talents—which 
MPs and opinion in the country rightly 
value.. 

By that rime, however, the. banJe 
could well be over even though we will 
hare - to wait for rhe result of fbe first 
ballot until. November 4. MPs get their 
papers next week and many are 
expected to make up their minds before 
going borne next weekend. 

Parliamentary performance will 
affect the choice only if one of the 
two made a terrible hash of it. which is 
unlikely. Assessing what it is that makes 
MPs minds, up is exceedingly com¬ 
plicated, to say the least. 

MPs get to know each other at fairly 
close quarters; only 3b Labour-MPs 


are new . entrants since- - last, year s 
election. But against the. familiarity I* 
the contempt that-comes of ministerial 
experience. Mr Healey’s five-, years ar 
the Treasurv out. of the past.-six and a 
half were not ibe best time oi: place to 
make friends; even if iie ..had been 
minded to do so, - •. „ 

In addition to personal. preference 
ideology has a part to play, but, only a 
part. What prehaps is most important 
for this very neculiar electorate is . that 
they themselves are, mostly, ; aware of 
what it takes .to ger elected, and 
sensitive to what goes with gening 
elected. 

So most, not all. wpula. want to, reel 
they are backing the winner, ar least on 
second ballot; second, they, might; 
assess which of the candidates they- 
would be happiest to have campaign for 
them in tfaeir constituency in a very 
right election; and third..and not dis¬ 
honourable, what would be the chances, 
of ' getting jobs, come victory—not 
Cabinet posts but any among the 
plethora of posts in junior ministries 
and the whips offices. 

With MPs still at home these past 
weeks it has been difficult even .for the 
contenders to check out their strength. 
"It is difficult to look a man in the eye 
orj the phone one said. It has -bee* 
difficult, too, to check how determined 
are MPs to defend the PLPY 
prerogatives to elect the leader. 

This past week they, have .seen not 
only the party’s NationaJ Executive 
Committee attempting to reintroduce-an 
electoral college before next January’s 
special conference, but the summons by 
the Benoite Labour Coordinating Com-’ 
mlttee to “Insist" that MPs briag'rheir 
ballot papers to their constituency party 
management committees.

And here, - 
although Mr Healey leads in samples of 
MPs, he is still denied tbe outfight 
majority needed.

■You ■ could say that- Michelan¬ 
gelo’s frescoes on the ceiling 
and walls of the Sistine Chapel 
are the best-known paintings of 
western art. From. God Leaning 
forward with the touch of life 
for Adam languid on his barren 
hill, to our ~ voluptuous-first 
mother reaching up for tbe 
apple, - and on to.the inexpug¬ 
nable retreats for "microbes' pre¬ 
pared by Michelangelo in 
Moses's beard, the -images have 
profoundly influenced the way 
we look at-the "world, art, reli¬ 
gion and, especially, man. 

The paradox is that 'we sel¬ 
dom get to look's f the originals. 
For one thing, one has to. make 
the hideous- voyage to Rome. 
For another, one is liable to be 
trampled as insensible as Adam 
before his Creation by devout 
tourists in,the Sistine Chapel. 
And -for another, squinting up 
at the majestic sweep of paint¬ 
ings, more than 60. feet above 
one's head is likely to give one 
a crick id tbe neck, a contact 
lens ar the hack of the eye, and 
a dim and distracted view. 

The frescoes of the ancestors . 
of Christ on the lunette and-the 
lower part of the Last Judge¬ 
ment are invisible from the 
ground for anyone but an artis¬ 
tic giraffe. 


Getting the 
best view 


A prodigious new publication 
is about to give those rich 
enough to afford it the best 
view of the paintings since 
Miclie'angelo lay on bis back 
on the scaffolding just below 
the vault, painting fast and 
furiously in his own act of crea¬ 
tion. It consists of two tomes 
of 400 colour plates of the Vati¬ 
can frescoes. 100 . of them of 
the same size as their originals. 
They show in a range of sizes 
and meticulous detail the nar¬ 
rative histories and cast of 
thousands including sibyls on 
the vault, and the Lest Judge¬ 
ment on the walls of the Sistine 


Chapel, and the conversion- of 
St Paul and the martyrdom of 
St Peter in-the. Pauline Chapel,, 
which is not open to the public. 

It has been done, naturally in 
these - printing days, by the 
Japanese. They spent six 
months and 250,000 dollars 
taking the pictures from scaf¬ 
folding. They Invented a re¬ 
motely controlled magnetic re¬ 
lease system to avoid the slight¬ 
est tremor from a human photo¬ 
grapher. Then they rebuilt the 
scaffolding so that printing 
SDecialists from Japan could 
.check rhe colour reproduction 
against the originals. 

The ‘result is tire most 
-comprehensive and accurate 
record of the fast fading fres¬ 
coes. ever made. It shows the 
strokes of Michelangelo’s 
brush, the traces of his. palette, 
past restorations, cracks, varn¬ 
ishing, and alterations ithe 
jock-straps on the nudes--in the 
Last Judgement put. there, by 
Daniels “ breeches-maker *’ da 
Volcerra for prudish Paul IV) 
far more clearly than can be 
seen from the ground. Arc 
critics are - already rewriting 
their ' interpretation of _ the 
frescoes from this new Michel- 
angelo's -eye .view. . 

The master photographer was 
Takashi Okamura, who has 
specialized in photographing 
paintings, particularly in Italy, 
for 30 years. He is an expert 
rock-climber. He needs to be hr 
his mystery. His diary of bis 
work in the Sistine Chapel is a 
voyage of discovery in itself: 

“ We begin with rhe face of 
Eve, and during the photo¬ 
graphing I noticed something 
strange. There is a pink, delta¬ 
shaped area in Eve's face. At 
some time. (probably after the 
turn of this century), in order 
to preserve rhe frescoes, trans¬ 
parent varnish was applied over 
the entire frescoes. This delta 
area is where the varnish was 
nor applied and therefore the 
colour of this area is close tn 
the original, whereas the rest 
were made darker because of 


-later changes in-the varnish.'" 

and: 

“1 can reach the wall, just 
bv stretching mv hand. . 470 
years ago Michelangelo was at ■ 
this yew position. - Being as • 
close as SO centimetres to the 
ceiling, we can no-longer, see... 
the Genesis on the ceiling with 
our eves.

J. No drugs h.'ve been administered. 

2. There should be no primary up¬ 
set of metabolism, eg diabetic coma. 

3. There should be no primary hypo¬ 
thermia, such as occurs in cases of 
drowning. 

4. The primary diagnosis must, be 
certain, eg head injury or spontane¬ 
ous intracerebral haemorrhage. 

The patients interviewed should 
therefore nor have been considered 
as brain stem dead for the following 
respective reasons: 

1. One pa tic nr had been given a 
muscle relaxant drug. 

2. One paiieur had taken a drug 
overdose—in this case the diagnosis 
had apparently been, made by a per¬ 
son not medically qualified. 

3. One patient was thrashing about. 
Such movement is one of the 
features which would exclude the 
possihilirv of braiu stem death. 
Indeed ihe patient’s wife said, ’’ he 
doesn't look dead to me *’. 

The 14 survivors in rhe long-term 
study of brain death likewise did 


not meet the necessary crireria: 12 'Ociober 17. 


The heart often starts to faij and 
not infrequentlv stops during this 
period. The electroencephalogram 
hi these clinical conditions is not 
essential as the activity recorded 
does not originate in rhe brain stem 
but in the higher centres. The 
latter cannot function if the brain 
stem is dead as it conrrols the 
essentials—respirarion. control of 
the hearr. blood pressure, etc. Any 
argument that refutes this would 
imply that a paiient ran live with 
3 dead brain *rem. This is quite 
impossible! Whiht no blood flow as 
seen on an angiogram means brain 
dc-ct-h. a circulation through the 
bead can occur in the presence of 
de:<th of the hrain stem. 

Vie are therefore verv concerned 
about the impressions given bv the 
programme. We believe these to be 
misleading and may giVe rise to 
needless additional anxierv to the 
relatives of such unfortunate 
patients. I 11 addition, though of 
secondary importance, it will have 
adverselv affected the prngress of 
the organ transplantation prn- 
pramme. The British Broadcasting 
Corporation must take its responsi¬ 
bilities more seriously.

On October' 29/ 1885. Bishop 
James Hamilngton wrote in his 
diary, “ I can bear no news, bat 
was held up by Psalm 30, which 
came with great power. A 
hyaena howled near me last 
night, smelling a sick man. but 
I hope it is not to-have me yet,” 
That same day Hannington. who 
had been held for over a week 
by. tbc soldiers of Mwangs, 
kabaka of Bugaflda, was put to 
death by the kabaka’s orders.. 

Almost exactly 95 years later 
Kannington's name appears in 
the calendar of the Church of 
England’s new book of alterna¬ 
tive services opposite the date 
October 29, as someone to be 
commemorated as a martyr. 

Hannington was the first 
Anglican bishop in M eastern 
equatorial Africa ”, no part of 
which was at that time under 
British rule. In 1875 H. M- 
t“Dr Livingstone I presume”) 
Stanley bad appealed for 
missionaries to Buganda and a 
small party had been sent there 
by The Church Missionary 
5ociety in the following year.

The shopping centre with a difference

It Is a truth generally accepted, 
sadly, that nowadays one does ncc 
visit places In Britain for their 
shops- From one end of the coun¬ 
try to the other they are all 
becoming the same. 

Soon tbe specialist shops, such 
as the ropemaker io Banbury, or 
tbe bookbinder in Bristol, the fish 
smokers in Edinburgh and the 
upholsterer in Dulwich,-will be 
things of the past. 

Yet. paradoxically, as the shops 
have become more institutionalized 
and less interesting, so has their 
clothing become more interesting. 
This column has in the' past 
noticed the spectacular Brunei 
Centre, in Swindon, whose charms 
greatly outshone the civic disasters, 
in Nottingham, Birmiogham and 
Newcastle. . 

Now we have a jicw cencre io 
a town that- still retains things 
worth seeing and some specialist 
items for sale. Here you can buy 
that peculiar Welsh breakfast fare 
of laver bread.and here, too, you 
can find the recently uncovered 
castle remains and a splendid new 
swimming pool. The town ; is 
Swansea. 

Nothing in the brief for this 
new shopping ceurre should hare 
ensured a good building. The con¬ 
glomerate took rhe leases and the 
money came from a pension fund. 
The site had been bombed flat 
and bad spent 30 years as a car 
park. The centre is adjacent to 
the wbcify unexciting postwar 
redevelopment of cenrral Swansea 
which, like Broad mead in Bristol, 
replaced bomh damage and shares 
its essentiai lack of character. 

Tbe new shopping centre, 
named Quadrant, had to take hi 
a regional bus station and a car 
park, and thus its brief closely 
paralleled that for tbe unpleasing 
Bread marsh Centre in Nottingham. 

The brief also required a build¬ 
ing serviced from the roof, as is 
Swindon's, hut that the architects 
rejected on grounds of test and 
energy saving. Perhaps they were 
right, but the result is the usual 
ground-level unsightliness nf load¬ 
ing bays and attendant clutter. 

Howcyer, the resulting shopping 
centre, designed 6y the Building 
Design Partnership, is well worth a 
visit- 

Ir shows a sophistication of 
derail far above iliai used in the 
same architects' shopping centre 
at Milburngate, Durham. The most 
notable features are the entrances, 
the malls, a central ** atrium ” 
and the cladding of the Dcbcm- 
ham’s block in reflective tied 
panels which enhance rhe sleek 
appearance of the centre. The 
mails are roof-lit by a iriangnlar 
clcreatorey, visible through the 
now fashionable mesh of roof 
struts. Excitement Is achieved, but 
also puzzlement. The amount Of 
roofUght is not convincing -and 
not very effective.

Mr’jody Powell,-'White House 
press spokesman, said after the 
release of consumer price 
figures that Mr Ronald 
Reagan’s tax ' cutting plans 
would merely add to inflation. 
He added that given the latest 
figures and the seriousness of 
inflation, * the responsible 
course for him (Mr. Reagan) 
would be to withdraw*” his tax 
cut proposals." 

But government economists 
admitted that coming months 
are likely to see worse inflation 
figures. They refused to make 
precise predictions, but Mr 
Lawrence . Chimerine, head , of 
Chase Econometrics, a forecast¬ 
ing group, bluntly asserted that 
the consumer price index will 
rise at an annual 12 j per cent 
rate in the current quarter.

Hie sale represents a loss to 
the NEB of shout £800,000 on 
its £3-3m total investment in 
Brown Boveri. The move was 
announced at the same tune as 
the publication of * the NEB’s 
interim results for the six 
months to the end of June 
which showed a loss before tax 
of £4m, compared With a £6.4m 
profit a 3 -ear earlier. 

Brown Boveri, which is con¬ 
trolled by Brown Boveri of 
Switzerland, suffered a dip In 
pre-tax profits in the first half 
of 1960 to £536,000 against 
£3.1m a year earlier. Turnover 
rose from £40.7m to £43.5m but 
the company, which employs 
about 4,200 in the United 
Kingdom, suffered a first half 
vear net loss after tax of 
£353,000. 

The NEB originally owned a 
12.3 per cent stake in Brown 
Boveri which it took over from 
the Industrial Reorganization 
Corporation. This was increased 
to 20 per cent by agreement 
with the parent company after 


the NEB look over resppnsl- 
bifity for the stake from the 
Depirtment of Industry in 
1976. 

In its last annual report, the 
NEB said Brown Boverfs 1979 
results, when ' profits, were 
almost halved in £3.87m. were 
affected by several factors 
including the strength of ster¬ 
ling, high interest rates and 
continuing recession in: its 
markets. 

Industrial disputes in the 
United Kingdom and abroad 
had also added to the causes of 
a temporary slowdown in the 
improvement in the gronp’s per¬ 
formance over recent years.

sharper focus the international 
capabilities of the company in 
the fields of process comm!, 
industrial measurements and 
liquid, meters'”, the* NEB said. 

The NEB’s results show that, 
excluding BL and Rolls-Royce, 
the loss before interest, taxa¬ 
tion- and extraordinary items 
was £7.1m, producing a negative 
return on capital of 8 per cent, 
compared with a positive return 
of 8.6 per cent a year earlier. 

The extraordinary items, 
-which had a net total of £9.3 m, 
included a discount of £ 10 . 8 m 
received from the Government 


on early repayment of loans and 
a provision of £1.3m for esti¬ 
mated losses arising from 
closure or disposals. 

The result* of subsidiaries 
reveal that the NEB's three 
electronic and computer sys¬ 
tems companies—Jnmos. Insac; 
and Nexos—made a combined 
six-month loss of £7.Sm. Further 
losses totalling £4.8m v:ere 
recorded by Data Recording 
Instrument 1 , Faircy Holdings 
and other subsidiaries including 
Alfred Herbert. 


Herbert went into voluntary 
liquidation last week leaving 
the NEB with losses estimated 
at £57ra. Provision for ihe losse-. 
will be made in the N'EE’s 1939 
annual accounts. 


The interim results take no 
account of the proceeds from 
the sales of the NEB’s bolding; 
in Fairey and Ferranti, which 
were paid directly to the 
Exchequer. 

BL'*-. half-year results, already 
published, were a pretax loss 
of £156m on sales of £l,421m 
and yesterday's NEB statement 
disclosed that Rolls-Royce made 
a six-monrh loss of £i 6 ttl com¬ 
pared with £ 8 m a year earlier. 
The BL and Rolls-Royce results 
are not consolidated fo the NEB 
accounts.

Taxation 



-Normally, self-employed people 
-are taxed on the previous year 
basis (see last week's article). 
This means that if you are self- 
employed you pay tax this year 
on the basis of the profits that 
you earned in the accounting 
period ending in 397950. In 
time of inflation the- previous 
•year basis will generally give 
the self-employed person a 
flow advantage over the 
Schedule E employee. The 
latter pays tax, under the 
PAYE system, pa the income 
that lie is at present receiving. 

The choice of an accounting 
date is obviously important 
since there is a much ‘ longer 
delay ■ between the income 
.received and tax payment in 
tbe following year for an 
accounting year ending on 
April 30, compared with an 
accounting year . ending 
December 31. However, not 
everybody should automatically 
.choose April 30 as their 
'accounting date since there 
.are other considerations. 

The previous year basis does 
.not always apply. There are 
three main situations where 
the rhythm changes and - the 
‘basis has to be modified: these 
'are when you start trading 
(usually referred to as u com¬ 
mencement”), when you cease 
trading (" discontinuance.” or 
* cessation ”J and if you change 
your accounting date. 

"When you first start a busi¬ 
ness, a special procedure is 
necessary, in the period between 
commencement and tbe. end of 
the tax year, you are taxed oa 
the profits that you have made 
during that time. In tbe follow- 
ing tax year, you are assessed 
on the profits earned during 
the first full 12 months of trad¬ 
ing and it is only in the next 


tax year that you are assessed 
on the previous year basis. 

Of course, with different 
starting dates during a year and 
different year ending dares, pat¬ 
terns can vary quite, consider¬ 
ably. The table takes, the ex¬ 
ample of-a .person who began 
trading on May 1, 1977 and 
made up Ms first accounts to 
April 30, 1978. 

The income for May L.1977- 
AoriJ 5, 1978 is calculated By 
taking the appropriate -pro¬ 
portion of-your income between 
the start of trading and your 
first accounting date. * 


You have the option, -during 
third 


the. second and third full tax 
years after starting to trade, 
to be taxed on the basis of the 
actual profits that you earned 
during" those two tax years, in¬ 
stead of the assessments that 
would be ‘made on the pre-. 
vious year basis. So in this 
example, ■ the 1978-79 actual 
profits are taxed in that year 
and likewise, tbe 1979-80 pn>- 
1979-80.

in this case -is not April 5/ the 
assessments would be based on 
a percentage of tbe profits in 
each of the -accounting years 
which span each tax year in 
question, la general, it will be 
worthwhile taking this option 
if yoor profits fall during the 
first three years of trading. . 

If you choose an accounting 
date that is not exactly 12 
months after .you started, the 

g rind pies are exactly the same, 
ut'the arithmetic looks slightly 
more complicated. 

Picking tbe first accounting 
date is obviously a crucial 
decision and will affect ‘ the 
level of your tax liability for 
several years. So it is essential

to take advice from the very 
beginning. 

Of course, yoii may wish to 
keep the same- accounting, date 
as -the one with which you 
started. The rules for changing 
your accounting dates ’ are 
framed so that the change in 
itself does not lead to- a tax 
advantage or indeed to .-a 
greater tax liability. - .. 

In' multiple, the assessment 
for the year in question is 
usually made on the 12-month 
period-ending on the -new date 
chosen during the. preceding 
tax. year# Then, tbe .Inland 
Revenue may need to make an 
adjustment to the previous 
assessment, in order to "make 
sure that-no income is left out 
of account 

Whan you finally stop trading 
the rhythm of ‘ the . previous 
year, basis is also, interrupted 
and different rules have to he 
applied. In the^year you stop 
trading permanently, / the tax 
assessment is based' on tbe 
profits earned from April. 6 
until tbe date you cease to 
trade. Tbe Inland Revenue trill 
then make additional assess¬ 
ments for the two previous tax 
years if the total profits you 
actually earned in those years 
are .greater than the profits on 
which you have already been 
assessed—on the previous year 
basis. In order to avoid this 
additional - assessment, you 
should -try to keep , your profits 
in chose two years at the same 
levels as the profits in the two 
earlier years. 

If, you - are contemplating 
turning your business into a 
limited company . or retiring 
and either- closing down or 
selling your business,- there 
could, be an additional income 
tax liability that you were not 
anticipating and, again, it is 
essential to take advice as early 
as possible—when you • are 
formulating your plans rather 
than executing them.

Provided that the National 
Insurance contribution require¬ 
ments are met, in validity pen¬ 
sions in addition to tbe flat rate 
benefit, now include an earnings 
related element. but it is not 
linked to the most recent salary 

E aytnent. As the arrangements 
egan only in April, 3978 , the 
amount i of earniugs-related 
benefit is as yet fairly small. 
The method of calculation - is 
rather .complicated, but- in - prin¬ 
ciple it is related to earnings 
between tbe “lower earnings 
level" and the “ upper earnings 
level * which in 1978/79 were 
£17.50 and £120 a week; for 
1979/80 they increased to £19:50 
and £135 a week.’The eamitjgs 
between these Hmits for a year, 
other than the most recent one, 
are adjusted for the change in 
national average earnings to 
preserve their value in real 
terms. The earnings related 
element (until the scheme has 
been running for 20 years) is 


1} per cent of this total 
adjusted amount. Only complete

Criminal damage in

Regina v Kelly and Others <

Three British passengers , 
aboard a Danish ship on the 
high seas who damaged or de- ( 
strayed fittings in the ship were 
properly convicted of offences , 
contrary to section 1(1) of the 
Criminal Damage Act, 1571. 

The Coart or Appeal, in a re¬ 
served judgment, dismissed ap¬ 
peals by William Robert KeUy, 
aged 21, David James Murphy, 
aged 21, and Stephen Paul 
Avison, aged 20, all of New¬ 
castle upon Tyne, against con¬ 
viction at Newcastle upon Tyne 
Crown Court (Judge Stroyan, i 
QC) of offences contrary to 
section 1(1). They had pleaded 
guilty after rejection oE argu¬ 
ment on a preliminary issue. 
Each appellant was made the 
subject af a community service 
order and ordered to pay £300 
compensation. 

The court certified that a 
point of law of general public 
importance was Involved in the 
decision : " Whether English 
law, and particularly the 
Criminal Damage Act, attends 
to the acts of British subjects 
when passengers aboard foreign 
ships on the high sea s, and 
whether the English courts 
have power to try such persons 
for such acts by virtu re of sec¬ 
tion 686(1) of the Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1894, or any 
other rule of law 
Applications for leave to ap¬ 
peal to the House of Lords and 
for legal aid to petition the 
House for such leave were re- 
if used 

—Section 686(1) provides : 

Where any parson, being a 
British subject, is charged with 
having committed any offence 
... on hoard any foreign ship 
to which he does not belong 
. . . and that person Is . - - 
within the jurisdiction of any 
court in Her Majesty's domin¬ 
ions . . . that court shall have 
jurisdiction ro try that offence. 

' Mr R. M. Stewart, QC. and 
Mr C. S. A. Rich (assigned 
by the Registrar of Criminal 
Aopeals) for the appellants ; 
Mr David Robson. QC, and Mr 
Neil Jonss for the Crown. 

MR JUSTICE GLIDE WELL 
said that in November, 1973, 
the three appellants were trav¬ 
elling from Esjberg, in Den¬ 
mark, to North Shields as 
passengers aboard the mv 
Winston Churchill, owned by 
a Danish company. The facts 
alleged by the .prosecution 
were admitted, and the acts of 
vandalism which damaged or 
desrroved the fittings and were 
committed on the high seas 
formed the subject of various 
charges against the appellants. 
Before arraingment counsel 


demurred to the indictment od 
the ground of lack of juris¬ 
diction of any court lo England, 
and Wales.' The matter was 
dealt with as a preliminary 
issue. The appellants’ jobm- 
tions were rejected and. pleas 
of guilty entered.
